The letter was |>ost- 
marked G ettysburg. 
“ I never gave him any reason to 
leave,” said Mrs. Shephard. 
“ I have 
always treated him like a%gentleman, 
while he has now acted in the most 
ungentlemanly manner. 
No, I would 
never take him hack.” 
For a number of years, Shephard 
conducted 
a 
general store on the 
(square in Heidlersburg. 
‘‘On the first 
of June,” Mrs. Shephard said, ‘‘he 
sold out to G. S. Robert, also of Heid­ 
lersburg, for about $7,500. 
Apparently Shephard had contem­ 
plated his present action for some 
time, since it was less than a wreek 
afte r the sale of the store had been 
consummated than k e drew all his 
money out of the hank, with the ex­ 
ception of $1,000, which he left on a 
checking account for Mrs. Shephard, 
and left for p a r ts unknown. 
“ My husband and I have been m ar­ 
ried *24 years,” Mrs. Shephard con­ 
tinued, ‘‘and I have always been a 
faithful to hun. 
I never gave him 
any reason for his piesent conduct. 
He is 43 years old.”

mination of the retail price of sugar. 
“There is really very little 
profit,” 
the Lbwer Company m anager declar­ 
ed, “either for the wholesaler or re­ 
tailer of sugar." 
Much Like Stam p Business 
The fact that sugar, either iii the 
hands of the wholsaler or 
retailer, 
in the opinion of Mr. Miller, repre­ 
sents a quick turnover of money in­ 
vested 
is one 
of the 
reasons 
all 
stores handle the product. Of course, 
the 
universal 
demand for 
sugar 
makes it necessary for every store to 
handle it, just as many stores handle 
postage stam ps, he added. 
In discussing the present price of 
sugar and the possibilities of its go­ 
ing higher, Mr. Miller gave some in­ 
teresting figures on wholesale ‘prices 
of sugar during the last 63 years. So 
far this year, the figures show, the

Governor Pinchot’s offer of appoint­ 
ment to succeed Dr. Finegan. 
Three resignations of executives in

educational work, 
re ­ 
signed to accept one of three offers of 
educational work elsewhere.

Four hundred persons, parents and 
friends of the sitty-tvvo graduates, 
jammed every available inch of space 
in the auditorium and sweltered dur­ 
ing the first p art of the program. 
Electric fans and a drop in the ther­ 
mometer brought slight relief as the 
evening advanced. 
In the opinion of those who have 
seen numerous recent commencements, 
the decorations for Thursday even­ 
ing’s affair were the most elaborate 
in many years. 
The stage w*as lit­ 
erally a mass of cut flowers of every 
hue, while colored lanterns added much 
to the artistic arrangem ent; which 
was in charge of W. E. Zeigler, North 
W ashington street.
